I'm seriously considering buying and building the new LDG QRP 
auto-tuner (http://www.radix.net/~ldg/QRPtuner.html) for use 

with my QRP+ and the QRP Station in a Bag, a description of which 
can be found on my web page. 


Currently I carry a 20m dipole, a 40m dipole, and an 80m 1/4 wave 
wire with 1/4 wave counterpoise. (I'll have to admit I haven't yet 
tried this 80m antenna.) With the LDG tuner available to rapidly and 
reliably tune a wire, my thought is I could leave the dipoles home 
when hotel-ing and string a random wire or the 1/4 wave 80m wire 

and a counterpoise, letting the LDG tuner make the rig happy. The 
Single wire and counterpoise should be more easily and quickly 
erected than the dipoles, especially from a hotel room. The LDG would 
let me leave the HM-9 SWR bridge and MFJ-901 tuner at home, as well.

I am relatively new to RF homebrewing and have a few questions to pose 
regarding Air Variable Capacitors: 


1) I am building a 40-9er which I intend to jazz up a bit by putting ina 


regular, metal electronics chasis. I would like to have a knob available 
to adjust the VXO externally. At present, C6 is a trimmer cap used to 
accomplish this. I have noticed a number of builders have substituted an 
AVC with a wider range for C6 to accomplish exactly what I want to do. 
When I make this substitution, what precautions are necessary to make the 
AVC work in place of the pcb mounted trimmer. I know it is necessary to 
keep the leads as short as possible, but do you need to do anything to 
prevent stray capacitance between the AVC plates and the chasis itself? 
Should the chasis be grounded to "ground" on the pcb? 


2) What is the best source of AVC that others have found? The AVC that I 
need is of course, very small compared to the monsters commonly found in 
ATUs, etc. but aside from the junk boxes at hamfest, I rarely if ever see 
any advertised. Where is everyone else getting theirs? A mail order or 
web source would be most helpful. 


I hope my questions aren't too trivial. I appreciate everyones help.

Great when scavenging 
parts from tv's, cb's etc. No reason the NTE search engine on the net 
couldn't be used the same way.

Hi folks... I sent you all a copy of this text on VFO shielding without 
removing the formatting... some read it and some didn't. The Mail program 
was EUDORA PRO which allows colors, bold face, underlining, and multiple 
font sizes. To those who could not read it, my apologies. To everyone, my 
apologies for the bandwidth. I will be more careful in the future. Here it 
is in UNformatted form: 


Hi John... there are a couple of answers to your question! First, if I was 
building from scratch, I would build the entire VFO into a diecast box, or 
use some very thick aluminum to build a box of appropriate dimensions. I 
would fasten that box onto the thick aluminum front panel. I would then 
bring the shaft of the capacitor through the front panel. 


That said, look at virtually all the current crop of QRP kit rigs from 
anybody you like... the capacitor (when there is one-and there usually is) 
is never enclosed in anything much. the vfo's may have some shielding in 
the form of vertical strips, but-as far as I know-that is all they do. Now, 
I understand economics is a factor here... but you know, most of ‘em work 
pretty well. That makes my point for me. You can do it: it should produce a 
cleaner, more stable signal; but it is not essential for a very 
satisfactory VFO. 


Considering everything however, as I said, I would box the whole VFO. But I 
always tend to over-engineer things! After all, how many things do you 
build in a lifetime? Not REALLY all that many-so build the best, when you 
can do so without going to extremes-and an extra minibox is not really 
extreme. 


I hope I have not seemed too ambiguous here. I wanted to emphasize that you 
do not have to enclose, but it is not a waste either. OK???

ONLY KIDDING!!! 
I have been into qrp/m for a while. I have had outstanding success. 


I have worked many US and a few DX stations while driving, and actually 
had an rst of 559 from a Spanish station. 


I have tried straight keys, bugs, and iambic paddles. My opinion for 
cw/m is that the iambic paddle is the only way to go for TRUE mobile ops. 
I have experimented with many paddle types for mobile, but my favorite 

is without a doubt the Nye Viking ssk001 (available through Universal 
Radio in Reynoldsburg, OH or other ham outlets). This key is outstanding 
for use while driving. It has a heavy base, and a metal cover that 
protects the "guttyworks" from harm. I reversed the wiring so that I can 
rest my hand ON THE KEY while driving (paddles pointing away from me) so 
that it can NOT move. I either rest it on my leg, place it on the 
armrest, or on the seat next to me. I set the keyer for 20 wom and have 


no trouble. My set-up is as follows: 


S/S Engineering TAC-1 40m 5w to Hustler Whip 
MFJ 30m qrp rig to the same whip (resonator change) 


I have mounted the rigs beneath the dash, and quickly realized that I 
needed the tuning knob and volume control much closer. I ended up 
placing velcro on the bottom of the rigs with the matching velcro to the 
center console area between the front seats. I travel alot on business 
and the QRP/M set-up has made long boring drives very pleasurable. 

My opinion is that the Tac-1 is a far superior mobile rig. It has the 
most increadible audio output I have ever heard for a QRP rig. It also 
has detented digital tuning with NO DRIFT! This is very important on 
cold start-up. I use a cassette adapter to pump the audio into my car 
stereo. This gives me enough audio to easily cut through road noise.

This thread is a month old, but I have something to add. 


It started out as a discussion of a means of punching out 
PC board "dots" to be super-glued onto a copper-clad 

piece of pc board material for breadboarding. That is a 
super method! It's neater than using high value resistors 
for standoffs and gives excellent results through 2 meters. 


Rod Johnson, KA7YOU mentioned that Nothern Hydraulics 
carries thie hand punch and I mentined getting one at a 


local hamfest. Alas mine is from a no-name Chinese 
manufacturer who listed a model no (8500) on the box, but no 
company name. It is identical to the domestic model, 

with dies for punching round holes from 3/32 to 9/32. 


And it's the answer to a homebrewer's prayer when it comes 
to punching round holes in chassis. Its 1/4 inch wide jaws 
and 1-1/2 inch deep throat make it very versatile for 
rpalcing a drill in chassis punching. And best of all, it 
does an extremely good job on very thin stiff material like 
Altoids tins! 


I recently packaged the prototype Mint Tin Rainbow Bridge and 
Tuner in a mint tin, and reconfirmed that the punch did a 
flawless job. No need to fiddle around with a drill and risk 
injury or damage to the metal work - use the and punch instead. 
Even a klutz like me can do a good-looking job!

Last October you were helpful in advising me on a long wire antenna I 
planned to install. I ended up putting up a 1 wave-length long wire on 
40 meters, cut with a quarter wave on one end, fed with 450 ohm ladder 
line and about 3/4 wave length on the other end. It is up about 35 feet 
and the ends drop down about 20-25 degrees from horizontal as the feed 
point is wooden mast on top of my house. The short end points north and 
the long end points south. My delta loop is oriented so I can work west 
and southwest very well, but I had a devil of a time working north. 


I have been very pleased with the results from my longwire. I use a 
Super Tee transmission line tuner (should call these things TLT's 
instead of antenna tuners) and get a 1.3:1 or less on 80 through 15. 
Haven't tried 10 meters. I'm not that much of an optimist! 


I seem to work "north" just fine -off the "short" end. I made four 
contacts this past week on 40 meters and it is interesting to note that 
my "range" fell between 850 to 1000 miles under the propagation we had. 
Must be getting a fairly low angle of radiation or was it just the 
propagation this week? Ran 3 watts out of an MXM-40. All the reports 
were 559 to 579. 


The contacts were: 


K7DU 930 miles Wyoming 

KOEVZ 983 miles Minnesota 
AB7DO 1,007 miles Arizona 
KNOT 883 miles Illinois 
AA7QV 838 miles Wyoming 


Since there aren't many stations out in the middle of the Gulf of 
Mexico, I'm not sure how I'm being heard out there, but I would guess 
that even more of my signal is headed thataway. 


Anyway, thanks for the help. Based on your advice, I made the "short" 
end of the antenna about a 1/4 wave instead of a half wave and did a 
1-wave length longwire instead of a 2 or 3 wavelength. Kept my 
neighbors happier in the process. 


I have just about finished building the NW80/20 20 meter transceiver so 
by next weekend I hope to load the antenna on 20 meters and see how it 
does. Sure can "hear" lots of stations, now...to get that transmitter 
aligned. 


Sure do appreciate reading your postings to all the other qrp-ler's. 
Have learned alot about antennas this year.

Welcome Patrick! 
Thanks for posting your questions. I hope this helps: 


1. The 40-9er is a nifty little forty meter CW transceiver that was 
designed by Wayne Burdick and kitted up by the NorCal QRP club. I think 
that over a thousand have been built by fellow QRPers. It consists of an 
NE602 oscillator/mixer direct conversion receiver and a two stage 
transmitter. The schematic is available on the Norcal web site 
http://www. fix.net/~jparker/norcal.html. It puts out about 250 mW using a 
9 volt battery, hence the name: 40 meters, 9 volt. A member of QRP-L 
recently sponsored a week-long contest for 40-9er rigs, so you'll be 
hearing about them a lot in the coming week as people post their results. 


2. The fox hunt is an addictive game sponsored by the famous Chuck Adams 
K5FO (Fox Officer). I'll attach the rules to this message. Twice a week, 
selected QRP stations (foxes) sit on a frequency and try to work as many 
fox hunters as possible in a two hour session. This goes on all winter 
until March. All of this is QRP, of course, and helps improve operating 
skills, propagation understanding, and station operation. Try it. You 
just might get addicted. 


3. The "Bare Essentials" radio is a simple tube transmitter project that a 
number of QRPers are building. 


Forget the MFJ; build your own! The 40-9er kit is no longer available from 
NorCal, but the parts are readily available for rolling your own. Soon to 
come, however, are the 40-9er offspring, the "38 special" and the "SST". 
The first is a thirty meter transceiver and the latter is a single band 
transceiver which can be built for one of several bands. Keep your ears 
open for announcements on the list about these upcoming projects.

Amen, Cecil. I use pi-network tuners exclusively and have for many years. I 
have a paper on antenna tuner efficiency that I'll gladly send anyone for an 
SASE. Pi net tuners do provide yet another stage of filtering. I have used 
two Corsairs at full output under contest conditions and have experienced 
little or no interference between the two, even though the antennas are all 
physically close to each other. I have even used two transceivers on the 
opposite ends of the same band with different antennas! 

I highly encourage anyone contemplating a tuner to build a pi-net and then 
compare the field strength readings against a capacitive T tuner or a Z 
match. Manufacturers don't like building pi-nets because of the larger 
Capacitive values needed -- a problem easily solved by "range extender" high 
voltage parallel fixed caps, or with larger value varicaps.

: intend to drill a number of round holes and use a file to open the hole 
 Sauaee. but I was wondering if anyone else uses any alternative methods

> 0.0625" thick. 


For this size hole a nibbler is almost to wide and you will need to file a 
oblong hole to get enough room to start using the nibbler. I'd probably 
drill the holes and file the entire hole as you describe. A good set of 
small files is a great asset to the HB toolbox.

Hi Kim, that depends upon what you mean by "OK". All of the un- 
balanced currents will cause radiation from the feedline which 
will probably be vertically polarized where the horizontal 
Windom will radiate horizontally polarized RF. So the radiation 
pattern will not be the same as most antenna modeling programs 
indicate. The unbalanced currents can cause common mode problems 
with a balun and RF in the shack. I used one of these in college 
in the '50s and made a lot of contacts. But I let my lips touch 
the metal microphone only once before I learned my lesson. :-)
